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But fome tell us, ’tisimpoMible to make . 


a Law, that fhall relieve thofe, who by 
their paft Misfectune, are already Involv’é

becaufe they fell into the Pie, a Year or fo 
before their Neighbours ; this would be 
fingling out fome Men from she reft, and 
making Difference of Perfons, without 
Difference of Crimes; for as it was no 
more Criminal for a Man, to Break laft 
Year, if Neceffitated by Misfortune, thaa 


If that be fo, ’tis 
very hard to make Men more Criminal, 


it will he for a Manto Brea k next Year, — 


under the fame. DiftrefS ; "cis hard, he that 
fail’d laft Year fhall be Ruin’d, and he’ 
that fails next Year be Sav‘d. 

But thatfucha Law may make no Di- 
ftingtion of Perfons, it feems but ju, that 
all fuch Unhappy People, who are Honeft- 
ly ta, to Surrender atl their Effeéts 
to their Creditors , fhould be Compaifio- 


mately provided for alike, whether paft er 


tocome ; er if paft Debtors fhall not be 
Reliev’d asto Infolvency, and Enabled to 
try the World for their Fortynes, Famie 
lies, and Creditors, th nat leaft, that the 
Murthesing Law of Perpetual Imprifone 
ment, be Reftrain’d from fuch, and they. 
‘be Reftor’d to the Benefit of the Ffabeas 
Corpus A&t, which is the General Privilege 


of Englifbmen, and which if they are de- 


priv’d of, they are Condemn’d as Crimi- 
nals, to a Mifery worfe than Death, and 
of which admire, thacnoucof thofe —_ 
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in Prfion on that Aé, and who can never 
hope for Releafe,-do not Petition the Par- 
liament for the. Favour to be Hang’d. 

In the behalf therefore of {uch Poor 
Unhappy Families, whonow Languifh un- 
‘der this Diftrefs ; ’tis my Humble Prayer 
to Men that oppofe thefe things, that they 
would confider Humane Nature, and the 
Dreadful Calamity of- a Lingering Gaol; 
we that areat Liberty cannot judge of it, 
but Man cannot covet Life, Lock’d up in 
a Cage like a Wild Beaft, and they, who 
im fuch Extremities forbear laying Hands 
‘on their own Lives, feem to have more 
_ Courage and Patience, or lefs Sence of 
' Mifery, than other Men, 

*Tis alfo no lefs ftrange to me, to ob- 
_ ferve fome Gentlemen, otherwife of Good 
Charatiers, and Good Judgment, Oppofe 
the wholfom and Merciful Laws now on 
Foot, fur General Retief, from the Private 
Concern, they have on their Hands, with 


fome Capital Debtors of their own; ’cis 


hard, any Maothat has the Service of his 


e Country on his Hauds, fhould ftoup'to let - 


his Private Intereft 8yafs his Judgment, 

and his Concetn with his own Debtor, In- 

fluence his Concern for a Publick Good, 
To havea Gentleman fay, I am. againk 


fuch a Law, becanfe fuch a Man owes 


me ten Thoufand Pound, isa good Ar- 
gument of his omy (cdement indeed, but 
whether it be a joft reafoning, fuppofing 
the Perfon Trufted with the Service of 
his Country in general, I leave to the 
Determination of better Judges than I. 
However this plain Signification, fuch a 
thing muft have in it, viz. That what fuch 
a Man fays in that Cafe, can have no 
weight, which other Men, who in their 
conlidering, what. fuch Men fay againft 
this Law, cannot but remember, that his 
own ten Thoafand Pounds, lie at the bot- 
tom of his Argument. 
Patriots are fuch, as fincerely purfuing 
the Publick Interc ft of their Country, act 
for the General Good, - without Refpect 
to. their feparate Interelt ; "cis true, it’s 
hard to find fuch in this Age But 
without Offence, it may befaid, they who, 
give their Private Intereft the Preference 
in Aétions which concern the Publick 
Good, lefs deferve the Name of Patriots 
than other People ; and tis not doubted, 
but the end of the Authors will. be fo con- 
fider’d, when they perfwade againft Pub- 
lick Good, for Private ends. ' ;

Doors, Helplefs and Friendlefs, tho’ be bad 
Committed no vifible A of Bankrupfe, and 
is effePually ruin’d; his Wife, be being Newly 
Married, turn’d Home to her Friends, and 
though they bave his all, he is under their 
Lafb, and can undertake no Bufinefs to get bis 
Bread. 

He that did not owe above sol. is now 
brought.in feveral Hundreds in Debt, befide, 
tke vate of 4 Statute of Bankrupt, ftan- 
ding in Force againjt bim, which like Death, 
feizes and fwallows all, without the beat 
Mercy .or Compaffion.
